The terminal disclaimer filed on September 24, 2004 disclaiming the terminal portion of 

any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. 

Patent No. 6,530,339 and any patent granted on U.S. Application No. 10/309,024 has been 

reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

The prior art of record discloses apparatus for printing and binding which apply an 

adhesive strip to one side of each sheet for binding. The prior art of record does not disclose or 

suggest a printer that comprises in addition to a roller assembly for feeding sheets along a feed 
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path, a print head downstream of the roller assembly, support structure and binding mechanism 
to act on each sheet fed into the support structure, the addition of an adhesive application 
mechanism of first and second applicators downstream of the print head and upstream of the 
support structure and on opposite sides of the feed path to apply adhesive strips simultaneously 
to both sides of sheets such that the sheets have aligned strips of adhesive on respective sides.
